THE  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1943.  The  report,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
has  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  be  satisfactory 
as  shown  by  the  vital  statistics.  The  Birth  Rate  has 
increased  from  18.8  to  20.1  and  the  crude  Death  Rate  is  9.7 
compared  with  8.76  in  1942.  The  figures  compare  favourably 
with  the  rates  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The 
Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  show  an  increase.  The 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  increased  from  14  in 
1942  to  88  in  1943,  and  Diphtheria,  from  7 in  1942 
to  12  in  1943. 

Throughout  the  year  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service 
and  its  many  allied  services.  The  volunteers  have 
co-operated  well  and  attended  in  satisfactory  numbers  at  all 
exercises. 

It  is  with  regret  I record  the  death,  on  active  servcie,  of 
Sub-Lieutenant  W.  Lawton,  Fleet  Air  Arm,  who  was  a clerk 
in  the  Health  Department  for  nearly  two  years  before 
joining  H.M.  Forces.  During  that  time  he  had  shown 
himself  to  be  a capable,  conscientious,  and  willing  member 
of  the  staff  and  one  who  would  have  been  successful  in  public 
health  work.  Our  deepest  sympathy  goes  to  his  parents  in 
the  loss  they  have  sustained. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committees  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year, 
to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Llealth 
Department,  and  particularly  to  the  Sanitarv  Inspector  and 
the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  valued  help  throughout 
the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
are  coal  mining,  railway  work  and  engineering,  with 
tradesmen  and  shopkeepers  who  cater  for  their  needs. 

The  physique  of  school  children  has  been  maintained 
at  a satisfactory  standard  despite  rationing  and  the  shortage 
of  certain  foodstuffs.  Undoubtedly  the  milk-in-schools 
scheme  whereby  children  can  get  two  thirds  of  a pint  daily 
has  been  of  the  utmost  value  in  helping  to  maintain  this 
satisfactory  standard. 

School  dinners  were  provided  in  very  limited  numbers 
during  the  year  but  at  the  time  of  writing  the  report  the 
first  kitchen  has  been  opened  to  provide  mid-day  meals  at 
a number  of  schools.

Section  F. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year,  395  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  by  Medical  Practitioners  compared  with  282  in  1942. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  occurence  and  age 
distribution  of  infectious  diseases. 

A comparison  of  the  numbers  of  infectious  diseases 
shows  that  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
increased  from  14  to  88  and  Diphtheria  from  7 to  12. 
Notifications  of  Pneumonia  were  also  increased  from  17  to  26. 

This  area  in  common  with  adjoining  areas  had  an 
outbreak  of  mild  Scarlet  Fever  which  has  continued  into  1944. 

This  increase  of  cases  of  benign  Scarlet  Fever  has  raised 
the  question  by  Public  Health  Administrators  as  to  the  need 
for  the  hospitalisation  of  all  these  cases.  Tn  the  past,  in 
many  areas,  all  cases  have  gone  to  hospital  but  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  also  from 
consideration  of  beds  available  it  is  now  the  opinion  of  an 
increasing  number  of  Medcal  Officers  that  selected  cases  on 
the  request  of  their  private  medical  attendant  could  be  left 
at  home. 

The  retention  of  a case  at  home  could  be  determined 
by 

(a) .  That  the  case  was  a mild  type  and  there  were  no 
severe  types  in  the  outbreak. 

(b) .  That  there  were  adequate  home  nursing  facilities. 

(c) .  That  no  member  of  the  household  was  employed 
in  the  handling  of  food  for  public  consumption. 

(d) .  That  no  female  in  the  house  was  in  the  latter 
months  of  pregnancy.
